Count bdarfigli 
rook Poffeffion that Day of the Office of Lieutenant 
General of the Pope’s Troops: The next Day the 
Pope’s Nephew Don Alexander Albani was declar’d 
Collonel of Dragoons ; and divers Meafures relating 
tothe military Preparations have fince been taken. 
While Affairs were in this Train, the Courier who 
was going to Naples with the News of the Bartle 
of Audenarde, pafs'd through this City the 26th ; 
and this Court were not a little furpriz’d to hear 
of an Occurrence they did not expect. Many are 
of Opinion, that had this Courier arriv’d at Rome 
before the Congregation was held, it might have 
given a different Turn to Affairs, becaufe the Car- 
dintls who were for Peace would probably have 
brought over the Majority of Votes co their Side. 
Tis therefore look’d upon as unlucky, that the Cou- 
rier did not arrive fooner, or that the Congregation 
was not held later. Yet we are not without Hopes 
of an Accommodation ; for this Court have Ways 
enow fill to avoida War which they areaverie to. Tae 
Queen Dowager of Poland’s Heydukes having op- 
pos'd fome Sbirri who came to ferve an fxzecution 
near her Majefty’s Palace, the Pope fent all the Sbirri 
fupported by a Company of Soldiers, who fiez’d

to penetrate by the Fort of Barraux, to be a real De- 
fign, drew almoft all his Forces that Way, and left 
very few Troops to defend Exilles and Feneftrelles.

Genevre without any Refiftance; M, de Murer, 
who was pofted on it with 6 Battalions, abandon- 
ing it without making any Defence. General Rhe- 
binder proceeding, took Prifoners in the Towns of 
ane and Onlx 9 Captsins, 4 Lieutenants, and 
t10 Soldiers : Thence he advanc’'d towards Brian- 
con, as far as the Durance ; fo that Ezilles, Fene- 
ftrelles, Ja Peroufe, and their Valleys, are cut off, 
M. de Villars being at too great a Diftance to fuc- 
cour them. The 31ft of laft Month his Royal 
Higknefs follow’d General Rhebinder with the whole 
Army, which the 2d of this Month enter’d the Ter- 
titories of France, and encamp’d at Bardonanche in 
the Pragelas.

arriv'd at Fontainbieau the 15th at Night we have 
the following News in a Letter from an Officer writ- 
ten at the Camp of St. Sicaire the 12th Inftanr. 
‘ We have made a moft furprizing March fince we 
“left the Fort of Barraux. The we arriv’d 
‘at Mount Genevie, which the Marfhal de Vil- 
‘lars immediatcly caus’d to be poffefs'd by 
‘ 1200 Men coinmanded by the Count de Muret, 
zud fapporred by 12 Battallions under the Counc 
‘qd’ Artagnan: The fame Day our indefatigable Ge- 
“ neral took a View ir Perfon of the Enemy’s Army 
‘ who were encamp'd on the Hills of Sezane, aud 
* had pofted ftrong Detachments in level Grounds 
‘at the Foot cf thofe Hilis, to fop our March. 
Having weil their Difpofition, he refolv’d 
‘to attack them and carry the two Towns of Se- 
‘zane. To this end he detach’d 2500 Men, half 
‘of them Grenedic:s; and gave the command of 
* them totke Cowart de Murct and the Maiquis de 
* Guerckois Brigadiers of Foot, with M. cd’ Autre 
‘and Pajot Collonels of the Regiments of la Saare 
‘and Beauvoifis. This Detachment divided equal- 
‘ ly into two Bodies, defcended Meunt Genevre by 
‘the two Roads. ‘the Body commanded by the 
* Count de Murer found on this fide of Sezane 7 
‘or 800 of the Enemy, who ftood his firft Fire 
* with great Firmnets : The Action was vigorous on 
* both Sides; bur the Enemy gave Way: And

* Guerchois, which bad been retarded half an Hour 
* longer than was reckon’d, becanfe the Road they 
* pafs’d was broke up, atrivd when the Enemy be- 
* gan to retire into the two Towns of Sezane. Du- 
* ring this Action, other Troops of the Enemy def- 
cending on another fide, drew up in Batcalia, and 
3 of cheir Battallions advane’d within Piftol-thor of 
Sezanc on little Hills which command thofe Towns, 
© which are inclos’d with Walls having good Battle- 
‘ments. The Duke of Savoy who kad fain the 
‘ Night before in Sezane, was at the Read of his 
* Troops which he had caus’d co advance from bis 
« Camp at Chanlos and Seftrieres : Notwithftand- 
‘ing which, the King’s Troops with Intrepidity 
‘ that cannot be too much extoll’d, pafs’d the little 
* River Doria and broke in among the Enemy who 
‘ had retir’d into the Towns of Sezane. The Fire 
« was very hot, and our Grenadiers gave no Quar- 
“ter. "Tis reckon’d above 1100 of the Enemy 
‘ were kill’d on the Spor, and above 1000 taken 
‘ Prifoners. KY. de Villars commends very much 
‘tke Marquis de Thouy, who tho’ Lieutenant-Ge-
